ſometding of bis gods to bis patrone, ſome 


conclude, this is the ſumme ol al their wic⸗ 
tancie of bis ſeruauntes, hoatly after cal⸗ 


them howe well and diligently they haue 


at once, but certen of them whom he pleas 


_ ‘oben and how often it ſhall ſeeme god to 


_ felf warneth them to merte, lometimes hir 
apoynteth others to warne them in his 


his dogge, ſome his hen, and ſome his tat. 
Zn which ding, there is a greater ratifys 
ing ol their Dede, and deniall ol the true 
God, then in their fir contract. And to 


kedneſſe. But Satan diſſruſting the con⸗ 


leth them togither into a Diueliſh Sinar 
goge, and that he may alſo vnderſtand of 


fulfilled their office of intoxicating com⸗ 
mitted vnto them, ¢ whõ they haue Haine; 
wherefoꝛe they mete togither in certen as 
pointed places, not al of them togither, noꝛʒ 


ſeth to call, ſo that he apointeth where they 
cha meete, and at what houre of the day, 
02 of the night: wherein they haue no ſure⸗ 
nes, certentie. Fo2 theſe metinges are 
not Werkelp, noꝛ monthly, noꝛz vterelp, but 


this their maiſter. And many times him⸗ 


ſteede. But when he doth it himſelk, be aps 
peareth vnto them in likenelle ol a man, oꝛ 
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of Witches. cn 
in ſome other fourme whereby they may a 
know him, in fo much that it bapneth mas 


ny tymes, that among a great company ox — 


— Soꝛcerer only knoweth Satan, 
that is pꝛeſent, when other do not know 
him, although they ſee another man, but 
who o2 what be is, they know nel. But 
when he citeth them to appeare by any ot 
his other diſciples and Sozcerers , vnto 
which appearance both tyme and place is 
apointed, in which they muſt refozt to their 
miſerable metinges, and impious Spna⸗ 
goges, which they call Satanicall Sabs 
bathes: then do they miete. And if ane 
chance to pꝛetend, that the iournp is long, 
02 themſelues weake and feeble, and that 
they ſtand in feare and dꝛead of men, hes 
anſweareth them ſufficientlp to all their 
ertuſations. he pꝛomiſeth that himſelt 
wil conuay them thither, that are fo weak 
that they cannot trauaile of themſelues: 
which many tymes he doth by meanes of a 
Kaffe 02 rod, which he deliuereth vnto the, 
0) pꝛomiſeth to do it by force of a certen 
opntment which he will geue them: and 
ſometimes be offreth them an hoꝛſe to ride 
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them a meanes how they thall goe and not 
be ſeene during all the time of the toznep, 
and come ſafeiy thither. In the ende he 
tutteth away all pꝛetences and excuſes of 
ubſence, and he ſheweth the theſe meanes, 
bicauſe he woulde ſeeme to be moze fos 
uing and carefull ouer them, thereby to 
make them moze bounde and beholding 
vnto him. Thus tobe they mete together 
he appeareth viſibly vnto them in ſundꝛie 
fourmes, as the head € chiefe of that con⸗ 
gregation. Sometime he talketh with 
them in ſhape of a man, ſometims like a 
moſt filthy bucke goate, and ſometims in 
other lickneſles. Then doe they all repeate 
the othe which they haue geuen vnto him, 
in acknowledging him to be their God, thẽ 
fal they to dauncing, wherin he leadeth the 
daunce, oꝛ els they hoppe and daunce me⸗ 
rely about him, ſinging moſt filthy ſonges 
made in his pꝛayſe. Mhiche beeing all fl 
niſhed, then he demaundeth agapne of 
them what they woulde require ol him, 
and what popfons they lacke to intoxicate 
anp man. And as any of them vttereth 
the cankred requeſt of their poyſoned 
| any man:ſo | 
| em 
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them a ko reuenge. onto fome: 


be geueth poyſons ready made, and others 


he teacheth howe to make and mingle 


new. Unto others he geueth certayne tos: 
kens, and charecters, and woꝛdes, oꝛ opnt⸗ 
ments, by vertue whereof he pꝛomiſeth 
them they thall foꝛeknowe moſte ſurely 


thinges to come, and b2ing to effect what⸗ 
ſoeuer they would wozke. Finally, if in 


anp thing they neede his pꝛeſence and 
helpe, by couenant he pꝛomiſeth to be pꝛe⸗ 
ſent with them. So that the meanes 


whereby Soꝛcerers doe inforicafe ; are 


partly maniteſt and ſtarke poiſons, uheſe 
ingredience, asthey terme them, are dead⸗ 


ip and moztiferous, and condemned by 
the learned Phiſitions, foꝛ thinges that 
kil pꝛeſentlp: partly they are without pois: 
fon, that we 02 the Soꝛeerers themſelues 
can vnderſtande of, bhowbeit they mingle 


ſome with them: partly alſa they put no 


biGble poyſon to hurte into them, which is 


much moze maruelous thé any of 8 other 


twapne aboue fpectfied. M berkoꝛe, if they 
haue mingled any of p manifeſt € known 


poiſons, thep are fone perceived of Phiſi⸗ 


tions, and are found to he ſuche, after that 
thep - 
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they — by their cõfeſſion of tohat 
Mufke they conũtſt, and are made. And thofe 
whirh they gene, not themſelues knowing 
what they bee, oꝛ of what thinges they bee 
compounded, notwithſkanding they conti⸗ 
neue in hurting. Lypke as although they 
ſeeme not to haue myngled any burtfull 
poyſon, vet ceaſe they not to intoxicate, dw⸗ 
ing it either only with p ayꝛe o2 breath of 
their mouth, oꝛ elſe holding a certen rote 
within their teeth which Satan deliuereth 
vnto them, which they chawe, ¢ fo do kill 
and deſtroy men with only talking with 
them. And whereas many tymes they ins 
foricate them whom they touch not, it may 

not ferme ſtraunge vnto vs: Foz then the 
intoxication is done by Satan himſelt, pꝛi⸗ 
uily caſting foꝛth oʒ blowing p powder oꝛ 
rote vpon them, at the Soꝛcerers requeſt: 
which Satan doth accozding to touenant, 
haue ſapd, by reaſon wherof in terten 
thinges he is their ſeruant, and fupplyeth 
onto them his wicked and truell attens 
Anthony. Truelp 1 twas 


al in a quaking colde, when vou tolde euen 
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df witches. 
God belpe me, J trembled andthoke, 
they were fo woundrous ſtraunge. Theſe 
then be Satans artes, whereby he bindeth 
the Sozcerers him. 
Theophil. They are ſo, Anthony. 
Anthony. But J pray por ür, where 
you learned them 
Theophil Out of their confeſſions al⸗ 
not intinite; and very like to be true, aut 
bl iudgements pronounced agaynſt thei 
innumerable; out of whiche à man max 
commonly gather them 
Anthony. Potwbett there be thee points 
whithe in vour fozmer diſcourſe ſcemed 
vnto me very oblurde and impollibie; 
which no man will graunt vou ligbtiy. 
Theophil. be ther:

thinges pꝛiueltie, none knowing 02 wits 
ting of it. Some alſo there be that res 
enge them ſelues, eyther ſuche as hate 
their bꝛothers, beeing the childꝛen ol the 
Diuell, as ſapth Saine John, the firkk of 
John, the thirde chapter, and tenth verſe, 
aàs we are on the other ſide commaunded 
all hy the erpꝛelle commaundement ol 
Hod, to love all men. Pathew the. v. chap⸗ 
ker. xliii. verſe. Wiherfoze Z theſe 
two poyntes to be true. 
1 heophilus, Gai berin then doe pon dila⸗ 
Ire krom me, Anthony? 
Antho. Fozſoth in thete thꝛr hinges, 
E in this, that the Soacerers fap, and 
vou like wiſe folowing the truthe of their 
_confeflion doe affirme the fame , that vo⸗ 
rely and co2pozally they be pꝛeſent in 
thoſe affemblies which are called by Sa 
tan. Secondly, where vou fay that they 
bee caried by n vnto thole places,

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ticles and Synagogues, not withitanding 


. pꝛap vou then doe you thinke it ise 


of witches. 


in that whiche pou ſayde latte 

that they can intoxicate men without any 
mingling of popſon. Foz J can not pers 
ſwade my ſelfe that any thing can poſſibip 
be by mere vopces, wordes, figures, o 
tharecters, hurte, holpen, popſoned, 02 ins 
foricafed. 

Theophilus, J twill anſwere pou o2ders 
to thꝛeꝛ poyntes. And as touching 
the firſt: Doe vou not thinke, Anthony, 
that Sorcerers doe mete togither, and 
be pꝛeſent in thoſe their diueliſhe conuen⸗ 


that they vaunt themſelues thereof? How 


Anthony. Onelp in cogitation of mind; 
and illuſion of the Diuell, like as in our 
fleepe we thinke that we haue ſeene many 
thinges, and to haue beene in ſuche 
places where we neuer were: and many 
times that we haue talken with thoſe that 
are verp farre of from vs, pea perhaps 
moze than two hundzed miles. The like 
whereof happeneth fo Soꝛcerers thzough 
crafte of fhe Dinel, who ſundꝛy times allo 
deludeth vs in other matters, in ſo muche 
pat we thinke that we fee;

touche, and feele thinges, whiche in derde 
we neither ſee, noꝛ feele. And that pou thal 
not thinke that J am of this opinion with⸗ 
out ſufficient reaſon, à haue many extel⸗ 
lent learned and auncient men, of myne 
opinion. Thꝛoughout all the diſcourſe of 
this queſtion, vou haue offen commended 
Bainct Auguſtine. But be in place where 
he intreateth of the chaunged thapes ol 
men, as in the. xviii.boke de Ciuitate Dei, 
teacheth, howe thinges that are beleued 
and ſuppoſed dw fo tome to paſſe in deede, 
foꝛ as much as therein that power of the 
minde which is one of the chiefe fiue, and 
is termed the Phantaſie, and reſteth in the 
fozemoſt part of the bꝛapne, A meane the 

Pühantaſie, is hurt and diſturbed by Satans 
meanes, and the outwarde ſenſes buried, 
and by him marucloufly troubled, Mhy 
then ſhould we not fo thinke of the mea: 
ting and pꝛeſence ol Soꝛzterers:? And il 
dzunken men, when hofe vapours aſcende 
out of their ſtomackes into their bꝛapne, 
ſuppoſe they fee ſuch thinges as be abſent: 
and if the fickencfle of melancholie dot 
perſuade many thinges to thoſe that a 
Acke ok that diſeale, whiche they nevthe 
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of witches. 


Fa doe ſee, noꝛ are pꝛeſent: we may thinke 
it and define that theſe thinges happen to 
0 Sorcerers by illuſion of Satan, who ts of 
ls greater force than any of the aboue named 
le cauſes, to trouble the vertues and powers 
of of the minde, and not to thinke that in 
D derde ſuch thinges be pꝛeſent, oꝛ that them 
re ſelues be in place where they ſuppoſe. Fo2 
of Batan is able to hurt ¢ binde the powers 
ei; Of the minde, and ſtrength of the body, 
ed as Thomas Aquinas teacheth, and as bes 
de, fo2e him S. Auguſtine in the. vii. boke 
the ol Genefis vpon the letter the. ri. Chapter 
bath wzitten. Beũdes this, the fame . 
the Auguftine in a certapne Epiſtle of bis 
them onto his familiar friend Nebridius, which 
ans is the. lxxii. in number, diſtinguiſheth 
ied, the kinds of our fantaſtical ſightes 
Ahr and appearances. The firſt kinde is of 
nev them whiche our fantafie 02 imagina⸗ 
tion conceaueth of thinges whiche we 
haue ſeene.

che Woꝛdes and repoꝛte of other. And 
hele topes and imaginations of Soꝛce⸗ 


rers are of the ſecond kinde, namely when 


dur fantaſte of berfeife deuiſeth and ima⸗ 
gineth many thinges. Mhich that 4 map 
moze ſubſtantiallp confirme onto you 
out of the ſame Authour, the ſame D. 
Auguſtine in the hundzed and one Epi⸗ 
ſtle to Euodius of ſtraunge ſightes, wꝛi⸗ 
teth, that when thofe ſightes are fo 
lively and effecuallpy repꝛeſented vnto 
vs, that wee thinke verelp wee haue 
feene them, fo2 all that our loules doe not 
wander out of our bodies, nepther goe 
Abꝛzoade in thaſe places wherein wee 
thought our ſelues conuerſaunt, but they 
remapne within our bodies, euen in the 
fame moment wherein thep behelde thole 
thinges fo cuidenfip : fo that it happe⸗ 
neth by meanes of the obicaes that we 
fee them. In the meane feafon dur bo⸗ 
‘Bely ſenſes are alleepe within vs, ſo that 
they can by no meanes be awaked, while 
wee bee occupied in this ſighte: where⸗ 
by it happeneth, that after warde wee 
peeing awaked, ſuppoſe that wee tal⸗ 
ked, and danke and eate, and 
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of witches. Cap. III. 
all thote thinges. The reafon is, bes 
cauſe the lively and effecuall fourme of 

all thofe thinges was rep2efented 

our mynde, wherewith wee were then

e warde confeſſed. Likewile in the. xviij. 

boke De Ciuitate Dei, the. xvitj. Chaps 

ve ter, hee telleth of another, who affirmed — 
0 foꝛ a truth, that he conferred with a certen 
Platonicall Philoſopher i in his ſlerpe, con⸗ 

ile terning Platoes wꝛitinges, of whom hee 

ves learned the Authours meaning in a cers 
tapne place, whiche before he vnderſtode 
not. In the bake which is intituled, Vitæ 
ihe lite of Fathers, it is witten

of tertayne ** not in the nighk, 
$102 in a dꝛeame, but at midds day, and 
bꝛoade light, when be behelde with his 
exes his one daughter, it ſeemed to him 


that be ſawe a Cowe, whiche notwith⸗

ius, acknowledged and teltified that it 


was a humane creature, and a Uirgin. 


What Theophilus, bane not pou your: 


ſell ſomtime read in p rvj baue De Diebus 
Genialibus, whiche are wꝛitten by Alex- 
ander Neopolitanus the. xxi. Chapter, of a 
terteyne accuſed perſon, who thought that 
be wente downe to hell, whereof he res 
posted to the Judge moſte evident tes 
fimonics: he diſcouered and ope⸗ 
ned a cerfapne fecrete of his, whiche 
was knowne fo no man. Mhat, in the 
rrbi. Canon of Withop, the. v. quettion, 
whiche was copied fm2th of The Coun: 
fell of Aquilea, is it not there openly pꝛo⸗ 
nounced, that all theſe voptes and ima⸗ 
ginations of Doꝛcerers are but bayne 
ſhowes, meere topes, and illufions 
of the mynde, whyche Satan, chyefe 
Wwozkeman of fuche trumperie, repze⸗ 
fenteth vnto them, theyz bodyes uth 
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of witches, 


wichſtandyng remayning vll in the 
fame place? n coneluſton, that 3 map at 
: length thut vp all this place, theſe bee the 
woꝛ des either of S, Auguſtine, twhefoe- 
uer els was auchour of that bake , which 
is intituled De ſpiritu & litera, where in 5 
28. chapter be wꝛiteth thus. VVherefore 
they foretell certen thinges to cone, and 
worke ſtraunge wonders, whereby they al- 
lure and ſeduce men: By meanes whereof 
certen foolish women turning after Satan, 
being ſeduced by fantafies and illuſions of 
Diuels, doo beleeue and profeſſe „ how in 
the night tyme they ryde abroade with Di- 
ana the Goddeſſe of the Pagans, or els with 
Herodias and Minerua, and other multi- 
tudes of women innumerable, and that they 
obey their commaundementes. For Satan 
bimfelf, who tranſfigureth himſelf into an 
Aungell @t light, when hee hath poſseſſed 
the minde of any of thofe foolish women, 
and through their infidelitie brought them 
ns ¶ in ſubiection vnto him, immediately tranf- _ 
ng fe fourmeth himſelf into fimilitudes and re- 
fe preſentations of fundry perſons, and delu- 
es ding the mynde in ſleepe which he holdetn 
captiue, and repreſenting vnto them fome-

time mery thinges , * time fad thinges, 
ſometime knowne perſons, fometime vn- 
knowne perſons, leadeth thé about through! 

And when only the 
vnbeleeuing {pirite ſuffreth thefe thifiges, 
ſuppoſing that they happen neither to the 
mynde alone, nor to the body alone, is ther- 


fore ouer foolish and grofle, thinking that

And therefoze 
they which viffine fo peremptozelp, p the 


bodies of the Dozcerers are at home, whi⸗

truely they ſpeake ouer boldly, ſoʒ whyzers 
perience it ſelf teacheth other wiſe. 
there not bin many ſeene, who being pꝛic⸗ 
ked foꝛ warde W to much bain curioſitie ołE 
minde, haue gone vnta thoſe aſlẽblies, and 
were bodily pꝛeſẽt in thoſe places where 5 
ſoꝛcerers haue met togither, frõ tobéce thet 
haue returned home palling weery of tras 
uaile, their neighbours vnderſtäding of it, 
ſeing it It is told alſs of a certé ma in pᷣ frõ⸗

Pozeouer, 
how could it come to paſſe, that the Soꝛce⸗ 
rers could note the places, know the pers 
ſons againe by their faces, remember the 
number, the tres that growe nigh the bene 


ges, riuers, and diſtinguiſh the houſes: ik 


we ſap that theſe were but vapne ſhewes 
and repꝛeſentations of mynde, and that in 
very deærde they were not pꝛeſent at thoſe 
metinges: why ſhould they depart out of 
their owne houſes, and out of their townes 
late in the night fo mete there! why ſhould 


be of their tourney, bow ſhould 


they returne perſonallp and viſiblp krom 
thofe places, vnleſſe perſonally ¢ pꝛeſentiy 
they had bin there, ¢ not by only dꝛeaming 
oz imagination of mynde? Thus Anthony 
the conſtant cõkteſſions of Soꝛcerers thems 
ſelues, with other infinite teſtimdnies are 


againſt pau, ᷑ pour opinion. But por will 


fay, theſe be their boaſtinges, and doting 
dꝛeames: Mea, but ſurely they be daũ⸗ 
gerous dꝛeames Anthony: Jfo2 they cons 
kelle this when they are neare their death, 


and when they are condemned and lead to 


erecution for that oflence, and they 
ee 
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T be toꝛmented, when ſuch talke tan helpe 


them no longer: Finally, it is thus in every 


place. Moꝛeouer, as the moſt godly Father 
Athanaſius fo2ifeth in his boke of the Buse 
manit ie of Chꝛiſt; the cogitations and 
thoughtes ol dur mynde, how ſtronge and 
der pe ſoeuer they bee, vet can they not carp 
dur bodies from place to place, neither can 
they affect 02 touch thofe that bee abſent. 
But ſoꝛcerers bodies are conue ved away: 
wherefoꝛe we muff thinke that this chaun⸗ 
teth not alonly by cogitation of minde. And 
as concerning pour arguments, 4 ſap, that 
they muſt be diſfinguiſhed. There be cecté 
thinges tobercof they fallly vaunt, which 
fan not poſliblpy bee done by courte of nas 
ture, which nofinithitanding they affirme 
that they do them. Theſe thinges happen 
vnto them thꝛough vaine illuſion of mynd. 
But J befeech you, what cauſe, what reas 
fon, what courſe 02 oꝛder of nature, doth 
ſtop oꝛ hinder that they ſhould not be thers 


pꝛeſent: ſpecialip ſince coꝛpoꝛally and viſi⸗ 
bly they returne from thence that is to fay, 


in very deed, and during al that time were 

abſent from thoſe places, in which they 

were 1 the lame accuſed perfon,

which went downe vnto heil, was two 


da pes abſent, and when bee was diligentlp 


fought foz thꝛoughout all the pꝛiſon, pet 
could he not be found: wherfoꝛe, ſuch thine 
ges as are repugnant to the natures of our 
bodies, it they fap p thep dw any ſuch thing; 
they be falſe, and woꝛthelp to bee reputed 
mere illuſions of the Diuell. Such as bee 
thofe est the counfell ol Aquilea ma- 


keth mencid, as to ride in p Mone to talke 


with Herodlias, W Diana, ¢ with Minerua, 
which are called the gods ol p Paganes:and 
to ſpeake with a man that is dead, and to 
fe any of them whom they cal the rij. woz⸗ 
kthies, (hat is to ſap, Hector, Achilles, Rou- 
land ¢ ſuch lyke, w many other lyke mere 
fantaſies ¢ vaine deuiſes of Satan, which 
by him are repꝛeſented vnto the eyes 02

not by any Diueliſh arte, noꝛ after the ma 
ner of Sozcerers, in ſteed of Dauids bodie 
placed an image, laping pillowes vnder bis 
head, and trimming him with aarmentes 


ſo finely and cunningly, that they thought 
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turelp Dauid was there „ beholding the 


counterfeite fo liuelp {ef fozthe befoze 


their eyes. Do likewile Satan, to the 
intente hee mape keepe krom vs the ab⸗ 
fence of his Pupilles, in ſteede of their 
true bodie, whiche ts awape, placeth 
there a falfe body, when wee chaunce to 
enquire. Mhereby it commeth to paſſe, 
that men ſuppoſe that So2cerers 
are not bodely pꝛeſent at their aſſemblies,

ding Cleomedes was nat found there: foz 
hee was immediatelp caried away from 
thence bya diuel. 3 would here being forth 
the carping away of Alexander, ſurnamed 
Sextus, Pope of Rome, which is in euery 


mans mouth, and is conſtantiy * te 
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done by Hats, But am attrard 
leat pou thonld thinke that 3 do it in has

them. So that a miracle is only the woe 
‘of Gods power, being moſt wozthelp and 


pꝛoperlp to be tearmed by that name. But 


Sainct Paule, and the Reuelation in thoſe 


places which pou haue commended, vſe 


not this wozde fo ſtrialy and pꝛeciſelp, 
but rather moze at large, fo2 any kinde

Likewiſe 
when the ſame Archytas cauſed, as it is 
wꝛitten by Plutarch in the life of Mercel- 
lus, ; whileſt Syracufe in Sicilia was befees 
ged, one lad dꝛew after him ¢ plucked on 
land by an hoke a ſhip foꝛ burthen of mone 
ſcrous weight and bignes: it was a won⸗ 
derkull peece of woꝛke, but no miracle. oʒ 
it was done by naturall meanes ¢ by deui⸗ 
{es of rowles, and turning woꝛmes gathe⸗ 
red out ol the Mathematical rules. So likes 
wiſe, learned Phiſitions wooꝛke many 
wonders, and fo do handicraftes men, but 


no miracles, Therefore as touching won⸗ 


ders, that bee fo called, Satan can cafilp 
and w ſmall traueile woꝛke manp, x thoſe 
far maze excellẽt thé we men ca, in refpect 


p his ſtrẽgth ¢ wit is much better thé ours:

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A Dialogue 
Foꝛ the petwer which woꝛketh them, is in 
God onelp, and in him onelp reſident, and 
neuer tranſpoꝛted to any creature, foꝛ as 
it is wzitten in Eſay, Bod will neuer geue 
awap bis peculiar glozy, to another. 
WMherefoze, they whom vou haue laſt res 
cyted, God Angells, Apoſtles, Prophets, 
and holy men, in Working of thoſe mira⸗ 
cles which they are repoꝛted to haue done, 
were onely gods inſtruments in woꝛking 
of them, ¢ that mere paſſiue, not actiue, 
as they terme them: and pet not withſtan⸗ 
ding it followeth not, that if God vſed the 
miniſtrie of thoſe his ſeruauntes, he doth 
alſo vſe Satan like wyſe, woozking mira⸗ 
cles by him alſo . Foꝛ Gon of his iuſtice 
wyll not communicate his gloꝛp in ſuch 
meaſure vnto Satan and Diuells, as hee 
geueth it vnto the bleſled Angells, and ho⸗ 
ly men: Mhich is eutdently confirmed 
by this onely example, in as much as Mo- 
ſes and Aaron, the ſeruauntes of God, 
wꝛonghe true miracles, which Pharaos 
Magicians, although they were ſchollars 
verp well practised in the artes of Satan, 
and his moſt excellent mpniſters, could 
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true effec thereof to be wꝛonght by the 
finger of God onely, and confeffing that 
the thinges which they did, farre ſurmoun⸗ 
ted the courfe of nature, as it is wꝛzytten 
in the eight Chapter of Exodus, the eigh⸗ 


tenth verſe. And the cauſe of this diuer⸗ 


ſitie betweene Satan and the true fers 


uvauntes of God, and the diuerſitie of his 
counſell and pꝛouidence, is this, in that 


Satan in waking of miracles, feketh 
not the glozy of God: but the gad Ans 
gells, and holy men, haue onely regarde 


. andrefpect to that. So that many tymes

demaũded. Mozeouer, he woꝛketh all theſe 
thinges with ſuch {wiftnes, that the expe⸗ 
dition thereof feemeth ſtraunge vnto bs, 
which not withſtanding he woꝛketh al by 
naturall cauſes. UWiherefu2e,as J haue 
ſayde beloꝛe, figures, dꝛawing of lines and 
circles. nopſes, enchauntments, bꝛeellp, ſu⸗ 
perſtitious mumbling of certen pꝛapers, 
are not the cauſes of ſuch thinges as the 
Soꝛcerers doe woꝛke, but rather ꝑleadges 
and takens onely of Satans pꝛomiſes vn⸗ 
o them So then Satan himſelfe woꝛketh 
thoſe thinges, which they thinke the ſelues 
to haue done, by vertue of thoſe meanes. 
Joꝛ he hath inſtituted theſe tokens, which 
he will not haue feeme either vnpꝛoſtta⸗ 
ble, either impoſſible, oꝛ friualous, bers 
loꝛe all thofe thinges are done by — 
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2 ok Satan onelp. WMherein the opinion of 
2 Saint Jerome onelp, who doubteth there⸗

Howbeit it feemeth vnto me, that So2ce- 
rers when they be in pꝛiſon can not intors 
icate;fo2 two cauſes. The firſt is, fo that 
they cannot tommodiouſly come by their 
poyſons, when they be in pꝛiſon. The fez 
conde, fo2 that theꝝ dare not confer boldly 


with Satan their inſtructer, and matter, 
foꝛ they feare that they are watched: bes 


ſides, they are bounde and tyed, and they 
cannot haue their popſons, but they muſt 
haue a witneſſe thereof, that is, the keeper 
of the pꝛiſon, to pꝛie and fee what they doe.

Soꝛterert are affearde 
to bſe theyꝛ poyſons when they be bounde 
and in hould, leaſt they ſhould be tonuicted 
thereof, which might be ealely done. Foz 
So2cerers are a moſt fearful and cowards 
I: kinde of people, hauing renounced God, 
whereloꝛe they be wary, and 
circumfpeaiy to tgemſelues.

on. Mherefoze now J beleue that there 
be ſoꝛterers, and that theꝝ can intoxicate, 
and woꝛke thoſe infinite miſchefes, which 
vou haue recited. But no in the ende, J 
pꝛaꝝ von declare onto mee, what punich⸗ 
ment theſe wicked n — 
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make oꝛ ſet foorth Lawes, which 
Kinges and Princes in euerp Cys 
tie map doe onely. Poꝛeouer, the 
tradt and cuſtome of men haue ſo pꝛeuay⸗ 
led now a dayes, that the puniſhmentes 
os wickedneſſe, are almoſt nowe all at 
wyll and pleaſure This much thereloge 
A tan aunſwere vou / that Soꝛcerers are 
wos thp of the common and open hatred 
of all men, of what ſoꝛt ſoeuer thep ber, in 
that they be the open enemies of man⸗ 
kinde, and of God that created them. Foz 
ther be moſt wicked runnagates from the 
fayth, falſe fozſwearers of Gods power, 
traytours to the maieſtie of God, mok 
vile Garters a fide, moſt foully vnfapth⸗ 
full to God, moſt fülthie drudges to the 
Diuell: 
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Diuell: finally, moſt horrible dineltithe 
witches, and deceauers. UWibherefoze the 
Magiſtrate map very well puniſhe the 
Horcerer, both as a witch, and as a run⸗ 
nagate from the fayth, bicauſe both he hath 
fozſaken ODD his creatour, and spenip 
gone into the feelde and taken part with 
Satan. Mhereby it commeth to paſle, 
that by the Lawe of God, a Sorcerer is 
condemned to dye, Deut. the eightenth 
Chapter, and tenth verſe: and in another 
plate, Soztery is accompted among the 
greateſt and moſt greeuous crimes, the 
Arf of Samuel, the fiftenth Chapter, and 
xrv.verſe. Like wiſe the holy Eccleſiaſti⸗ 
tall counfells.of Fathers, doe deteſt and 
tondemne them, as in the. lx. lxij. and. lxvj.

lxv. conſtitution, bath there pꝛouided as 
gaint them a moꝛe greeuous puniſhment. 
Finally , there was neuer pet any man of 
auncient oꝛ late tymes, being of any god 
minde and perſwaſion, which conkeſſed 
not, that theſe were the woꝛſt men that lps 
ued, andtherefoze iudged them — of 
moſt ſeuere punilbment.

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in the kingdome called Cambalu, where 
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and vngodly, in great honour and eſtima⸗ 
tion, daply reſoꝛtiung Onto them, which 
oꝛder is alſo at this day frequented amorig 


barbarous and IJdolatrous nations, ſuch 
aàs be they that dwell farre to warde the 


Noꝛtb and Caſt partes of the woꝛlde, and 


the great Chane, and kinge ol Tartarians 
dwelleth. Chzonah the whole Empire al⸗ 
ſo of Perſia, the artes and practises of ſuch 


men are well allowed, and frequented, 


And in fozetime it hath ban accompted a⸗ 
mona the Ethnickes fo2 a great tommen⸗ 


dat ion of learning, ik any bad been named 


to be fkilfull in Magicke. And among the 
Egiptians doubtieſſe it was highly cum 


mended, as it appeareth in the ſtripture, 


in the third Chapter of Exod. At Rome 
alſo, certen Emperours gaue them ſelues 


to tbe ſcudie of Pagicke , and vled the 


belpe ol Sozcerers . The Emperour 
Nero, as Suetonius wepteth in his lple, 
was accompted one of the chefeſt among 


the of

the ſubiectes commonly following; bad 
thofe men}, although they were impure 
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warde perteauinge the vanitie of ‘that : 


Arte : be fozfmke and mifipked of that 


ftudic,as C. Plinius wzyteth. Adrian alfo 

the Emperour, which was after Nero, as 
Dion the hiſtazician wꝛyteth in his 
applyed the fame udp, and bled the axde 
of Soꝛzcerers, againſt the Dropſie, where · 
into he was fallen. The whole nation of 
Hunnes, as J haue before alleaged, out of 
Gregorius T uronenſis, when they went to 


battepll, vſed their helpe, thereby to get the 


bidozy . Saind Cy priane himſelfe, who 
alter warde became a Chꝛiſtian, and was 
Wythop of Carthage, befoze that he was 

conuerted to the fapth of Chꝛiſt, it is read 
of him how earneſtlip and diligently he 
was addicted to that ſtudie, which after⸗ 


warde, through the great gedneiſe of god, 


he foꝛſume and renounted. Wibich exam⸗ 
ples doe all of them fufficientlp declare, 
what great accompt the heathen people, 


ano ſuch as knew not the true God, made 


of the faculties and knowledge of thefe 
men, oꝛ rather in what peice and eſtima⸗ 
tion their damnable and wicked detept⸗ 
fulnetle all men coms 


monly 
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But after that by meanes and reafan of 


this arte, there were found many baine,abe 


ſurde, and hoꝛrible thinges to be cùmmit⸗ 


ted, very greeuous to be ſeene, both fo2 the 
inuocation of Diuells, and fo the fand2y 
ſtraunge geſtures, t ſuperſtitions of theſſe 


men: the Chꝛiſtian faith, increaſing by lit⸗ 
fle ¢ little, it came to paſſe, that aſterward 


it was not lawful by lawes ſet foꝛth to the 


contrary,by the Emperours of Rome, foʒ 
men commonly to vſe the belpe of Soꝛce⸗ 


rers, vnleſte ſome publique oꝛ pꝛiuate com- 


moditie enfozced them thertw. WAherfoze, 


in luſtinians Code, the ix. buke, xviii. title, 


iiii.la we, it is thus wꝛitten, which lawe is 


fet forth by Conſtantine the great. Their 
ſcience is to bee punished, and worthely to 


bee reftrained by moſt ſeuere lawes, who v- 
ſing the arte of Magicke, are found to haue 


practized any thing againſt the health of 


men, or to mooue chaft mindes vnto leche- 


ry. As for fuch remedies as are found to be 


auaylable to the health of mans bodie, are 
not reſtrained or forbiddẽ, or godly prayers 
which are made in the fieldes, that men may 


not be affeard of showres falling vpon their 


type Grapes, or that 2 be shaken with

winde, or beaten with Hayle, or els ſuch: 
| whereby no manshealth or eftimation bee 
impayred, but rather their dooin ges furthe- 
red, that the giftes of God, and labours of 
men be not deſtroy ed. Dated the x. of the 
Kalend. of lune, at Crifpus and 
Conſtantinus being Conful “hee 
Anthony. This is a ſtraunge lawe, 
Theophilus, wicked, and little Chꝛiſtian 
like, ik Conftantine the Chꝛiſtian Empe⸗ 
rour, were the fir ſt that made and publi, 
ſhed the ſame. 
Theophil. Uerely, Anthony, fuppote 
p Conſtantine was not fully eſtabliſhed in 
the Chꝛiſtian fapth, when hee wrote 
it. Foz fe how much her aſcribeth to 
Magicians and. Soꝛcerers: hee willeth 
that it thall bee lawkull for men to vſe 
their arte, ſo that it may be to their coms 
moditie, which ſurely hee would not haue 
done, if he had bin a perfect chꝛiſtian:wher⸗ 
fore that lawe was not only after ward as 
mended by Leo, but altogether diſanulled. 
Foz he fozbiddeth vs to vſe them vpon any 
bdccaſion, and al the help and woꝛke of Soz⸗ 
terers he calleth diſceite, and diſlimulatiõ. 
— latter lawe, all opinions æ iudge⸗ 
menten 
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menkes of men, haue afterivard commen⸗ 
ded foz the better, and hollier. Auguſtine, 
whole woꝛdes are witten in the 

Admouecant. xxvi. the vij. queſtion, hein, 


eth that their helpes are meere deceits and 


trattes ot the Dinell. To tonclude, in the 
ſecond Chapter, in the title De Sortilegis, in 
the Decretals,the fame is condemned, the 
taule and reafon of all which iudgmentes, 
is matt int and rightebun.

diddeth vs ſceke their helpe, and wee dur 
ſelues of our owne accoꝛd do not ſecke vn⸗ 
to them, therein they fay, ik wee admit 
their helpes, we do not offend at all: But 


it we our felues of our owe accoꝛde, do 


runne vnto them, then they ſap, wee deſire 
their help: we flatter them, turry w them, 
and frendly require them ko come helpe vs: 
and therein we offend græuoully. But tf 
we not ſeeking it, the Pagiſtrate not with⸗ 
ffanding cõmaundeth vs to dw it, thé finde 
we their help almoſt againſt our will, & in 
fo doing, wee are Wont fault 02 grudge ol 


tonſcience: foʒ Magiſtrate putteth in his 
fte, as it were the aucthoꝛitie of god, whõ ot 
we muff obey, bicauſe hee hath his power 
krom god.

Ik the Judge, and Magiſtrats bid bs twas - 


ſhip Idoles, if he bid vs ſteale, commit ads 
ulter p, embꝛate Satan: map wee theres 
foze do ſo with ſafe conſcience, bicauſe 
the Magiſtrate biddeth vs: There is no 
man J thinke, will graunt this, that is wel 
in his wittes. Nea, that moze is if the fame 
Magiſtrate commaunde the Sozcerer to 


helpe vs by his Satanicall arte, and alſo 


will vs to fuffer our ſelues to bee cured 
y that art, commaunding bs fully to peld 
our ſelues vnto his meanes, and wee do 


fo: wos both commit, and conſent vnto cuyl, 
And it we ſhauld other wife al the dayes of 


dur life lie fick in our bed, pet aught we not 
run to any: ſuch meanes t artes of Satan, 
no although the chéefe do 
tommaund the ſame: Foz it can n 
ũ/ꝶʃ»GM—!! 
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etherwile thoſen, but that therein wee aes 


knowledge Satans power, whole belp we 


dſe and fap bs bpon, whom not withſtan⸗ 
ding in our Baptime, we haue beloꝛze whee 
ly renounced and foꝛſaken. Meither lpeth 
it in the power of Satan, to make vs liue, 
oz die, but in Gods hand only. But in this 
poind a man map both geue counfell, and 
this may alſo be graunted: 3 he that is cal⸗ 


led a ſoꝛcerer, can by no ſuperſtitious meas 


nes, and no dealing with the Diuell, but 
only by rules and pꝛeceptes of Pbiütcions, 
and by o2dinarp and alowable medicines, 
reſtoꝛe vs to health: then may we vſe bis 
hand, helpe, and meanes, with fafe conſci⸗ 
ence, and due obedience to God. Foꝛ when 
the medicines which are miniſtred vnto 
vs, haue nothing in them that is repꝛwued 
as nought, oꝛ defiled with artes of the Di⸗ 
uell, but are grounded vpon true and na⸗ 
turall tauſes that are euident tuto vs:then 
may wee accept them, not regarding whee 
ther it were a man oꝛ a woman, a titizen 
dꝛ a countrey man, that teacheth, oꝛ applp⸗ 
eth them. Fo2 all that are attompted cou 
monty witches and Sorcerers are not fo 
in derbe, n there ars that haue din 
ſuſpeded 
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fifpecent 
nod at the length, let vs thus tonclude, 
out of the pꝛemiſſes; that we may not, noꝛ 
ought not, to bfe the help of Soꝛterers, vn 
leffe we dur ſelues will be of the number 
of them, and foꝛſake our true God and fas 
tiour, which they do as often as they haue 
any dealinges with Satan, 02 require og 
retepue of of remedie.

Auguftine,thaé 
Mok learned Phiſttians, are, the

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moꝛe part to fake in ſuch kinde ofdifeates, 
not knowing what remedies to miniſter, 


they are. fo. ſtraunge, new, and pꝛiuie. 


they come foꝛth of Satans ſhop, and they 

are wꝛought by his artes, which for the 
moſt part are vnknowne vnto vs Ino 
tall men. Howbeit, the helpe of Phiſick 


is not to bee contemned in them, but ra⸗ 


ther diligently to bee fought and applyed, 
and all wayes and meanes are to be pw: 
ued which that facultie ſheweth, and the 
tounſell thertof to bee inſued, that it it 
thall pleaſe God, wee may recouer our 
koʒmer health, bee can bleſſe thefe 
gad and holſome medicines, and reſtoze 
vs to as perfect health as wee were befo2e. 
Foz Phiſicke isa moſt excellent gilt of 
GO D vnko men; as it is read in the 
xrrviij. Chapter, and feconde verſe or 
Ecelefiafticus, whoſe effectes are great: 
which hath many tymes before, and map 


now allo at this pꝛeſent, if it pleaſe God, 


reſtoꝛe many that are intoricate and bes 
witched, But toben wee haue pꝛoued 
all lawtull meanes, and notwithſtan⸗ 
ding are able to do no god, vet mutt 
wee br no runne to

ter vs neuer ſo much. Foz this kynde of 
people, is of al other, moſt full of flattery 
and diflimulation , who folowing the nas 
ture and pꝛopertie of their mapſter the 
Diuell „ dw flatter thoſe moſt ſwertelv, 
whom tber indenour and ſtudie to Rep 
mot would with 
that this my cher feſt remedie ¢ beit toun⸗ 


ſell, in this behalf, 
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of witches, 
hurt vs not: which is this to wit, that all 


Judges of Alliſe, which fit vppon lyfe and 


death, but eſpecially, all Barons, and 
Lozdes of the Parliament, were admo⸗ 
niſhed, that letting paſſe all vaine and cu⸗ 
rious diſputations of this matter, they 
would wholy apply them ſelues to this, 


diligentlp to enquire after ſuch perſons, 


and when they haue founde them out, ſe⸗ 


uerelꝝ to puniſh them. Foꝛ there is no bys 


ler peſtilence, noꝛ that can be named moze 
erecrable and cruell againſt man kunde, 
then are Sozcerers, whom the laſt law in 
the title, De Maleficis, in the Code, would 


haue euerp man that knoweth them to 


appꝛehend them, commit them to holde, 
and bꝛinge them to judgement: this crime 
bath alivayes famed fo deteſtable. And J 
would to God, Anthony, that thofe men 


to whom God bath geuen the authozitic 


to make Lawes, and execute Juſtice, had 


taken {uch oꝛder by theyꝛ lawes, that eue⸗ 
ry Judge ſhould haue abſolute and full 
authozitie within bis circuite, ferrifozy, 
and pꝛecinct, to make away and put to 


death, theſe periured runnagates from 
moſt wicked kynd of men, 


. v. that 
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that they might not ehoomgh the long pros 
longing of Judgement, and ſundzp bꝛea⸗ 
kinges ok, and circumſtances of apeales 
€ remouing the matter, which they bꝛing 
in and ble, at length elcape away fréelp 
out of the Judges handes. As it chaunceth 
oftentimes . there is geuen vnto the 
gouerner of euerp pꝛouince, full authoꝛi⸗ 
tie and iuriſdiction concerninge murthe⸗ 
rers, and ſuch as rob men vpon the high 
wapes, and other fellons, to doe his plea⸗ 
ſure to the vttermoſt on them fo2 thep2 
due execution: and why Mould they not 
likewiſe haue authoꝛitie to determine of 
thofe crimes alſo, without any apealing 
from them? and that, fince the offence of 
him is farre wozſe and moe inkollera⸗ 
ble that ſlapeth a man with popſon, then 
that killeth him with a ſwoꝛde: and of 
him that doeth it pꝛiuelp, then that ſetketg 
vpon him openly. Now this is the lak 
poinct, Anthony, whereof J haue to ad⸗ 
moniſh vou, as beeing the concluſion of 
our whole diſputation: How all men

leaſt that we fall into the {nares of wit⸗ 
ches and Soꝛcerers, and be burt by them, 
fo2 they are dur mo2tall enempes, and 
they bee paffinge ſecret: As we are alſo 
bounden to geue moſt hartie thankes vnto 
the ſame our God, that he bath defended 
vs from the craftes of Satan, ſo deadly a 
foc of oures, that we ſhould not fall into 
the fame errour that Soꝛcerers doe, and 
mot miſerablp runne into the denying, 
and foꝛſ wearing of his name. Finally von 
fee, Anthony, with howe great pꝛapſe the 
infinite godnes, and wonderkull pꝛoui⸗ 
Dence of our god god e heauenly father to⸗ 
wardes mankinde, is to be extolled and 
commended. bis infinite godnes, that 
whereas there haue been fo many So2cee 
rers in all ages, that haue ſo wickedly 
and fo traptronflp denped him ptterlp, and 
choſen Satan fo2 theyꝛ God 1 hee had not 
vtterlp conſumed and deſtroied the whole 
woꝛld, which he might haue don moſt iuſt⸗ 
ly, His wonderful providence, although 
Satã endeuoꝛz very diligẽtly to dzaaw men 
away from their ſaluatiõ which is in god, 
Working in the very craſtelp, ¢ mi 
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Pel God » thꝛough his 
mere grate, pꝛeſerueth p greater number 
of men, now at this pꝛeſent, euen from his 
ſnares, reſtrayneth his power, diſapoin⸗ 
teth his purpofes,finally, bath tofoze, and 
doeth fo euermoze wozke, that the better 
number eſcapeth ¢ bath the bpper bande, 
though feare of whom, the wicked are 
kept in awe, that they can not hurt aſ⸗ 
much as they would, and the elec, ¢ chile 
dꝛen of Ood thereby are not dzawen as 
wap from the fayth, but conſtantly conti⸗ 
nue therein. Unto which our God euerla⸗ 
fing, almightie, and moſt louing: bee all 
pꝛapſe, honour, and glozy, for euermoze. 
Amen. Mill pou aſke of me any thing 
els, Anthony? 

Anthony, Mothing at all. Foz pou haue 
anſwered me ſufficiently thꝛoughout the 
whole diſcourſe of this argument, in 
reſpect whereok, J gene vou moſt heart
